' Kansas City, Mo., April 12.—Eastern Kan- 
Das and Western Missouri were visited last 
night by terrible cyclones and hurricanes. 
The storm prostrated telegraph lines in all 
directions and but little definite news of the 
storms is obtainable. In Kansas the area of 
the storms was bounded by the three tiers of 
counties from the eastein border, nearly 
every county suffering moreor less. Mont- 
gomery County, in the extreme southeastern 
portion, suffered the most. Independence, 


the county seat, caught only the edge of the 


storm and only a few houses and outbuild- 
ingswere blown down. Parker, a hamlet 
ten miles south of Independence. was almost 
totally ruined. Many houses were demol- 
ished and others were badly wrecked. 

The loss of life is believed to have been 
large, but the death list is hot obtainable, 
owing to the destruction of the telegraph 
lines. 

Walnut, a village in Crawford County, also 
in the southeastern portion of the State, suf- 
fered severely in wrecked houses, but there 
was no loss of life. A meager dispatch from 
that place states that it is feared that the 
loss of lifein the outlying country districts 
has been great. 

A dispatch from Hiawatha states that the 
storm wrought great havoc in Brown County 
in the northeastern portion of the State. 

It is reported that several townsin the 
county were more or less damaged and that 
many lives were lost. These rumors cannot 
De verified until the telegraph lines are re- 
stored. In Missouri also much damage was 
done. 

At Mayview many houses were blown down 
and it Is ed several people were injured 
anda few killed. The damage to erops both 
in Missouri and Kansas has been very great.

It 
was accompanied with terrificthunder and 
lightning, and destroyed everything in its 
path, which was about 200 yards wide, and so 
far as traced some five or six miles in length.

LOWEST BAROMETER IN YEARS.

An area of heavy 
rainfall, equalling or exceeding an inch, pre- 
valled in that portion of the Missis- 
sippi Valley, embracing Indiana, III 
nois, two-thirds of Missouri and 
a portion of Iowa, Wisconsin and Minnesota 
during the past twenty-four hours. Severe

The approaching summer and fall will wit- 
ness the greatest revival in athletic sports 
the country has ever seen. In connection 
with the Columbian Fairathree days’ inter- 
national meeting will be held at Chicago, in 
which the champion athletes of the world 
will compete for appropriate prizes.

The first day, Sept. 14, will be devoted to handi- 
cap athletic track and field games, the programme in- 
cluding 75-yard, 150-yard, 3000 , &00-yard, 
1,000-yar@ and two-mile runs: 109-74 and 200- 
yard hurdle races; three-quarter mile and two-mile 
walks; five-mile safety bicycie raée; runniog high 
jump; running broad jump; pole vault; putting 1 
8 weight; throwing 16- pound hammer; throw- 
ng 56-pound weight; tug-of-war (teams of four 
men), weight oniimited; al. events handicap except 
tug-of-war. The prizes tor these games will be — 
reguiarA.A.U. die medals to first, second and 
third in every event, and an emblematic World's 
Fair souvenir medal to every athlete who competes. 

The second day, Sept. 15, will be devoted to team 
contests, such as base ball, ‘lacrosse, foot ball, 
cricket, etc. Invitations are hereby extended to 
the amateur athle ic clubs of America, Europe and 
Anstraiia, soliciting correspondence and entries of 
Ail such correspondence 
must close and entries must be received by she Sec- 
retary ofthe A. A. U. onorbefore Aug. 1. When 
the corres 1 is closed the programme tor 
Sept. 15 will be arranged for the best interests of 
such ee as may have entered. Appropriate 
prizes will be given to each member of each winging 
teamin such contests as may be arranged. 

The third day. Sept. 16, there will be a World's 
Fair champienship amateur athietic track and field 
meeting, with twenty-two separate competitions as 
follows: One bundred- yard, 220-yard, 440- 
80-yard, one-mile and ve-mile rugs, 120-yar and 
220-yard hurdle races, one-mile and three-mile 
walks, two-mile bicycle race, standing high jump, 
runuing high juntp, standing bread jump, running 
broad jump, running hop, step and-jamp, pole vault 
for height, pole vault for Sietance. putting 16-pound 
shot, throwing a6- pound hammer, throwing 656- 
pound weight for distance, throwing 66-pound 
weight for height.

THE WHEEL. 


The amateur question is causing more fire 
and fancy in England than it did inthis 
country until the L. A. W. lald vigorous 
hands upon it. The Englishmen, with their 
accustomed bluntness, have gone further 
than their cousins in one direction while 
they havetalien short in another. To eradli- 
cate fraud and professionalism the National 
Cyclists’ Union lately decided that wheel- 
men wising to take part in a contest 
must hold a license from the body. This is 
radical and if successful may be imitated by 
the L. A. W. Dr. B. Turner outlines his 
plans and reasons briefly as follows: 

There will be two classes—one forthe 
makers’ amateurs, who will be openly 
branded as suchand giventhe privilege of 
earning as much money as they can by their 
abilities as riders; the other a strictly ama- 
teur class, the men in which may not receive 
any pay for racing, andare even compelled 
to pay their own expenses. On and after 
May loft this year the new system will bein 
use. All racing men will de licensed, and 
those who obtain such licenses must not, 
under penalty of forfeiting their licenses, 
compete with an unlicensed rider or at au 
unauthorized meeting.’’ 

Practicaliy this is the old ‘‘maker’s ama- 
teur’’ provision, which bas been rejected by 
the L. A. W. It is a good provision though, 
as in the absence of a professional class in 
England, it put the maker’s amateur in his 
proper ligh as a money maker. A good 
many are of the opinion that the plan, if 
successful, will be adopted outright by the 
L. A. W., but this is hardly probable, as the 
Cash Prize League willabsorbthe men who 
want to ride for money. The license scheme, 
though, is very adaptable.

TRADE AND WATERED STOCK. 

The people of the West have for many 
years protested against the exaction of 
tribute to pay dividends on watered stock, 
but the complaint has until lately been a 
vague ‘‘kick’’ against something which 
hurt but which was not understood. 

A clearer apprehension is gaining 
ground, however, and it is seen that the 
whole subject is closely connected with 
the discussion of restrictions of trade. 
Trade is not free as long as commercial 
operations are hampered by the exactions 
of individuals or corporations possessing 
power to compela payment for which no 
equivalent is given. Whena wool grower, 
through his agent, the customs officer, 
levies a toll on inrports of wool,.the woolen 
manufacture is made more costly, and is re- 
stricted in consequence of the duty. When 
a gas company in possession of an absolute 
monopoly raises its price above that which 
will pay the cost of operation and a fair 
profit on the actual investment, it makes 
trade unnecessarily costly by diverting 
capital from legitimate channels into its 
own coffers. The same may be said of 
telephone companies and railways which 
annually reap large unearned profits by 
virtue of a privilege through which neces- 
sary services are made more costly to in- 
dustry than conditions justify. The more 
the individual worker has to pay to these 
holders of unearned advantages the less he 
has to put in his business. His capital is 
impaired to the extent of the exactions. 

This is the real ground] of the clamor 
against dividends on watered stock of 
over-capitalized railway, gas, telephone 
and street railroad companies. The pay- 
ment of such dividends isa clear subtrac- 
tion from the working capital of the West 
and goes to enrich investors in the Eastern 
States, where the unearned stock 1s mostly 
held. It is an invasion of the right of free 
trade between the States and between in- 
dividuals which is not less oppressive and 
unjust because it is sanctioned by the law. 

In future privileges to charge more than 
enough to cover the cost of service and a 
fair profit on the investment should be 
granted with caution and only when the 
necessity fora public improvement is im- 
perative and can be hadin no other way. 
And meanwhile the people of the West, 
having acquired a pretty thorough under- 
standing of the subject, will probably be 
inclined to squeeze out the water from 
corporate stock wherever itis found to be 
burdensome to the community or a serious 
hindrance to commercial operations. 

— — — — 
AN UNNECESSARY APPEAL. 

We do not believe that the impassioned 
appeal of Stepniak, the Russian revolu- 
tionist, to the American people to protest 
against the President’s signing of the 
Russian treaty is necessary, if that doc- 
ument is as objectionable as some of the 
clauses charged to it make it appear. 

Official and full information with regard 
to the treaty is lacking, and therefore 
judgment must in large measure be re- 
served until it is made public. Two 
clauses, however, are ascribed to the cov- 
enant which give it the color of an instru- 
ment cleverly constructed and deftly 
worded to inveigle the United States Gov- 
ernment into becoming an ally of the Rus- 
sian Government in the persecution of 
political offenders. One of the clauses re- 
lates to attempts on the life of 
the Czar, which the interpretation of 
our courts will render far less 
objectionable than the Russian law on the 
subject makes it appear. It trenches, 
however, upon delicate ground. The 
other clause, if capable of the construction 
put upon it, isa sly and deep-laid scheme 
to nullify the right of asylum for political 
offenders or for Russian subjects of any 
class who cannot obtain the consent of 
their Government to leave the country. 


‘This clause makes the forging of a govern- 


ment paper an extraditable offense, and 
as a passport is a government document 
and Russia has the aid of all of her 
neighbors in preventing anyone from 
leaving her territory without a passport, 
the intent and consequences of such a 
provision may be understood by * 
stupidest mind. 

To lend the aid of the United States Gov- 
ernment to such devices of oppressive and 
cunning tyranny to perpetuate itself and 
punish its opponents, would be both 
idiotic and shameful. The condition of 
the Russian revolutionists, whatever may 
bé their sufferings, wrongs or deserts, may 
be eliminated from the consideration of 
the question. The sympathies of the 
American naturally go out to the op- 
pressed, and fidelity to their sentiments 
and institutions would impel discrimina- 
tion, if discrimination there is to be, in 
favor of the oppressed against tyrannous 
misgovernment; but this is not a matter 
to be determined by sympathy, but by re- 
gard for the honor, traditions and political 
creed of the American people and for just 
and humane principles.

RISE OF THE BARKEEPER. 

Though the South Carolina experiment 
of State bar rooms may not accomplish its 
object it will bring into further promi- 
nence a citizen who has not hitherto been 
living in complete obscurity. As acity 
official the barkeeper has been well 
known, and his labors as an Alderman or 
Councilman are matters of recordin every 
city of any consequence in the Union. The 
South Carolina scheme additionally pro- 
motes him, raising him to the dignity of a 
State official and placing in his charge the 
veins and livers of his fellow citizens, 
holding him responsible for their good 
health and ranking him next to the family 
physician. 

Should this new protective system be 
persevered in the list of barkeeper appoint- 
ments will be scanned with care by the 
people of South Carolina whenever they 
are issued, and possibly some plan of civil 
service reform will be adopted by which a 
competent and conscientious barkeeper 
may retain his place regardless of political 
changes that may take place in the State 
Government. 

The power of the South Carolina bar- 
keeper, once installed in one of the elegant 
saloons of the State, cannot be estimated. 
It is for him to say which customer shall 
be served and which shall be refused, and 
a barkeeper of a despotic turn might cause 
an early arriving citizen much agony by 
refusing to sell him anything. Imagine 
such a system in Kentucky, and the Ken- 
tucky Colonel being refused his breakfast! 
It will thus be seen that the State Commis- 
sioner cannot exercise too much caution in 
choosing the barkeepers of the common- 
wealth. 

Occasionally, of course, a dishonest 
barkeeper will be appointed. He will 
water the stock and put into his own 
pockets the profits thus arising, or he 
will withhold the boiled egg or fried 
oyster from his customers, but sooner or 
later he will be discovered and fall beneath 
the vengeance of an exasperated populace. 

All things considered, the new law of 
South Carolina affordsthe barkeeper op- 
portunities which have never before been 
within hisreach. As a representative of the 
State he will be looked up to and honored, 
and his influence asa public dignitary in 
the community will be vastly augmented. 
The Legislature, the National House, the 
Senate even may open to him of the white 
apron, and the proudest biography in the 
Congressional Directory may be that of 
some Palmetto statesman who began by 
faithfully serving his fellow citizens in 
the subjugation of their hereditary thirst. 
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Some of the newspapers are sounding an 
alarm against the house fiy as a distributor of 
cholera. Heis knownto have cholera bacilli 
somewhere about his person, and as his per- 
son is always about it is well that prompt 
measures should be taken for his suppression 
on his first appearance. All the fly traps 
should be brought out and prepared for busi*¢ 
ness, and fly paper should be put on sale at 
all the drug stores at once. It is possible that 
the fly paper manufactories, anticipating 
the coming of the pestilence, will combine to 
run up prices, but Mr. Olney will have his 
eye on them. A fly paper combine in a 
cholera season cannot betolerated. There 
would be a buzz from Maine to California.

There is a form of cranial injury in which 
surgical aid is especially beneficial and in 
which by prompt action life may frequently 
be saved. Aman falls down an area, for in- 
stance, striking his head on the hard sub- 
stance below. He is stunned fora few min- 
utes and then partially recovers conscious- 
ness, which, however, is gradually lost and 
profound stupor sets in. In such an instance 
there is probably the rupture of a blood ves - 


sel in the memopranes of the brain between 
this organ and the skulland the blood is ef- 
fused, which, by its pressure op the drain, 
produces stupor and eventually death. Such 
cases were until within the last few years 
invariably fatal, and even now such is the 
usual result, for comparatively few surgeons 
know what great advances have recently 
been made in the science and art of brain 
surgery, remarks Dr. William A. Hammond,

MAY STRIKE MAY 1. 


Troubie Likely to Occur Between Boss 
Brewers and Their Workmen. 


There are rumors current of discontent 
among the brewers and maltsters belonging 
to the various brewers’ unions in St. Louls. 
It is said the basis of this dissatisfaction isa 
strong desire for an increase in wages and 
shorter hours for each working day. For 
some time past these points have been dis- 
cussed at the meetings and it has been prolific 


in nothing but heated discussions and ill 
feeling. The more conservative members 
are rather against any radical movement, 
remembering past experiences only too 
forcibly. The more hot-headed members be- 
lleve the time has come to force the boss 
brewers into granting their demands and 
have even gone so far as to advocate the in-. 
augaration of a general strike on May 1 if 
the bosses refuse to make the concessions 
asked for. At the present time there 
is an iron-clad contract between the bosses 
and the union, which expires by limitation 
on May 1, when new contracts will probably 
be entered into, although the boss brewers 
seem to have a decided liking for non-union 
men. In fact, a number of the foremen in 
the various breweries are non-unionists and 
this is a thorn in the flesh of the union men. 
When approached on the subject the boss 
brewers deny all knowledge of any such ac- 
tion on the part of the union men, but the 
fact that a majority of the boss brewers of 
St. Louls have been holding protracted 
secret gessions of late gives color to the 
opinion that there is trouble nigh at hand.

THE INDIANA INCENDIARIES. 


Aaron B. Hawes on Trial for Burning the 
Washington Court- House. 


WASHINGTON, Ind., April 12.— The trial of 
Aaron B. Hawes for alleged complicity in the 
burning of the Washington Court-bouse is 
on,and attracts as much attention as did 
that of Auditor James C. Lavelle for the same 
offense a year ago. The testimony of Basil 
Ledgerwood, one of the convicted incen- 
diaries,was very directin making out Hawes’ 


guilt. An attempt will be made this after- 
noon or to-morrow to impeach this itness 
by submitting evidence of five convicts from 
the Jeffersonville Penitentiary. Thetrial of 
Lavelle occurred in April, 1892. 

The attempt to burn the Washington 


1891, and the purpose, as alleged at the time, 
was to destroy the recordsand conceal evi- 
dence of a defalcation. A few days after the 
Are Auditor James C. Lavelle, Mike Lavelle, 
Aaron B. Hawes, Sam Harbin and Basil 
Ledgerwood were arrested, charged with 
complicity in the crime. Harbin made a 
statement which led to the arrest of the oth- 
ers. According to the story told by Harbin 
to the officers seven jugs of coal-oll had been 
procured at various stores, and about mid- 
night of Oct. 6 they entered the building, 
first having been rovided with keys, 
The books of the ecorder were satu- 
rated, and the important records of the 
Auditor piled on a counter and oll poured 
over them. Theoil was lighted in the Re- 
corder’s office and almost simultaneously 
thatin the Auditor’s, The men then hurried 
to the house of Ledgerwood, where they 
spent the night. The men had been employed 
by Auditor Lavelle, who promised to give 
them $500 each, or a house and lot to Ledger- 
wood valued at $700. No money, however, 
has been exchanged. The men who Horbin 
saidapplied thetorch were farm hands for 
Hawes, who is a wealthy and prominent 
farmer. 

The fire was discovered about 8:30 o’clock 
on the morning ofthe 7th and dy a supreme 
effort the building was saved, but not until 
the flames had caused $40,000 damages. All 
the records of the county were burned and 
many of the Auditor’s books wefe destroyed. 
Some one who first reached the building 
grabbed a large armload of the Auditor’s 
books that had been piled up and saturated 
with the oll, and they were saved. 

The fire created the profoundest sensation, 
and suspicion was at once fixed on Auditor 
Lavelle, but the officers concluded to wait for 
convincing evidence before making arrests. 
Lavelle offered a reward of $1,000 for the con- 
viction of the culprits, and tried to stave off 
the matter that way. 

Auditor Lavelle and his brother, Thomas 
J. Lavelle, had been in the Auditor’s office 
for sixteen years. Neyer until the fall of 
1891 could Republicans elect a man to the 
office, and this was accomplished for the 
reason that the public believed the office had 
been corrupted. When Richard Greenwood, 
the ex-Treasurer, defaulted for $14,000, it was 
openly~eharged that Lavelle got the major 
part of that amount, or at least knew where 
the money went, for no one belie ted Green- 
wood used it. From that time suspicion 
began to rest upon Lavelle. He had 
been a power in politics, but 
this year was unable to pull his 
party’scandidate through. It was believed 
if successful Lavelle would be made the 
deputy, and thus protract the reign of the 
Lavelle family. When the Board of Com- 
missioners ordered an investigation of the 
books of the Auditor and Treasurer Lavelle 
sent upa great wall. He insisted that the 
investigation had been ordered by the board 
in special session, and that it was 
not legal. The board S 
waited lor a regular“! session, whic 
the Democratic member, however, 
failéd to attend, although being amply able. 
Notwithstanding this, the majority ordered 
the books examined, and from that time 
Lavelle had appeared terribly ill at ease. 

The investigation was to have begun with- 
in a few days, but Lavelle hoped by the fire 
to destroy all evidence. Lavelle’s books, it 
is claimed,showed a shortage of not less than 
$40,000. Lavelle was sentenced to eight years 
in the penitentiary.

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MEN WILL BE EXTHADITED UNDER 
' OOVER OF DELIBERATE FALSEHOOD. 


The Political Nature of Their Offsnse Will 
Be Denied in America Where It Would 
Save Them and Fastened on Them in 
Russia Where It Will Be Their Ruin. 


New Tonk, April 12.—G. Stepniak, who has 
Gone so much looking to the liberation of 


Russia, has senta letter to President Cleve- 


land, which is made public to-day. The let - 
ter deals with the impossibility of securing 
under the new extradition treaty any pledge 
from Russia which would make it certain 
that an extradited person will be tried and 
punished only for the offense for which he is 
claimed, and shows how promises to that 
effect have been repeatedly violated. 

In the course of his argument Mr, Stepniak 
says: By the vote of Feb. 9, the Senate of 
the United States has ratified the extradition 
treaty, on the strength of which a number of 
men and women, who hitherto were safe on 
the soil of the great Republic may be hence- 
forward handed over tothe Russian Govern- 
ment. But your sanction is wanted to trans- 
form the treaty into a law. It is in the hope 
that this sanction has not yet been given 
that I venture, by the request of friends, to 
make this appeal to you, inorderto add one 
more voice to the many which are urging you 
to annul the treaty. 

**‘I wil not speak of the sacredness of the 
asylum right, which is practically repealed 
for the refugees of the only European coun- 
try which now has tostruggle for its free- 
dom. I will not speak of legitimate and rea- 
sonable aspirations or of the unheard-of 
provocations to which are dally subjected the 
men no are now put outside the pale of the 
American law. 

Iwill only say that, whether criminals or 
exasperated patriots, they cannot and must 
not be extradited, because they are claimed 
under false pretenses and the granting of 
their extradition would bea monstrous vio- 
lation of those elementary principles of jus- 
tice upon which there is no difference of 
Opinion in civilized countries, 

Whenever extradition is agreed upon, 
the two contracting States must present the 
same or at least similar guarantees of justice 
for the offenders. No civilized country ex- 
tradites criminals to China or Turkey, 
where the judicial proceedings are entirely 
barbarous, Russia is not Turkey or China. 
She has regular courts ofjustice with jurors 
and publicity of proceedings. But these 
courts are reserved exclusively for common, 
non-political offenses. 

**With the exception of Vera Zassulitch, 
the girl who in 1877 attempted the life of Gen. 
Trepoff and was acquitted by the jury, 
which admitted exceptional provocation, no 
offense committed from any political motive 
has been submitted in Russia to 
a jury. All political offenses 
are tried in the dominions of the Czar 
by special tribunals, which it wouldjbe deris- 
ion to call courts of justice. Judges are ap- 
pointed by the Governmentad hoc and are 
absolutely dependent upon and subservient 
toit. Thetrials are secret, neither the pub- 
lic nor pressmen being admitted. No reports 
of the proceedings are published. Eventhe 
places of theirials and the names of the 
judges are often unknown to the pubitc. 
These are facts which cannot be disproved or 
Challenged or doubted. 

In denying the political nature of the or- 
fenses which are now made extraditable and 
assimilating them to criminal offenses, the 
American Government is surely, by the very 
nature of the transaction, bound to ask from 
the Russian Government a formal and sub- 
stantial pledge that those who have been 
claimed and extradited ascriminal offenders 
should be dealt with in Russia as criminal of- 
fenders, which means that they should be 
tried by ordinary, regular tribunals. 

With regard to offenses against the per- 
son of the Ozar,we do not hear of any special 
pledge on the part of the Russian Govern- 
ment as to the fair treatment of the men who 
may be surrendered to it. In fact, no such 
pledge could be given in the case of offenses 
against the person of the Ozar. Attempts 
against the Ozar cannot be tried in Russia as 
ordinary crimes. Thusthe very ratification 
of thetreaty implies a monster injustice. 
The men who will fall under its action will be 
obtained under thecover of a deliberate lie 
and falsehood. They will be claimed and 
surrendered as common offenders, to be 
judged and punished as political ones. The 
political nature of their offense will be de- 
nied tothem in America, where it will be 
their safeguard, to be fastened back upon 
them in Russia, where it will be their ruin. 

„This fagrant injustice cannot be avuided. 
It must be committed if the extradition is 
granted. Consequently it cannot possibly be 
granted, The Senators voted without hav- 
ing had the case carefully presented to 


them. 

„There is another clause in the treaty 
which is open tostill greater objections. If 
the newspaper reports be true. it is explicitly 
specified that the American Government will 
extradite all whoshall be proved gullty of 
attempt against the lifeofthe Czar ‘by deed 
or by conspiracy.’ The word ‘conspiracy’ 
embraces those who have merely talked 
about such attempts without having had 
any idea or prospect of converting their 
words into deeds, as well as those who never 
intended to carry out such attempts except 
by an open, armed insurrection against the 
system of government in Russia. It may be 
extended to those who, taking no personal 
part in these conspiracies, approved and 
countenanced them theoretically. 

The Russian law mukes no distinction be- 
tween these different shadesof guilt. Ac- 
cording to the Kussian code there is only one 
penalty—death—for all the ramifications of 
these conspiracies. This includes such of- 
fenses as falling to give information,’ a mis- 
demeanor which, ifcommitted againstan 
ordinary mortal, would be dismissed in both 
Russia and America with a few months’ im- 
prisonment or a reprimand from the court. 

All these persons may be claimed by the 
Russian Government, and wherever the 
Americans may puta limit to Russian de- 
mands the thing will yet mean the handing 
over to execution of men, who would have 
incurred a comparatively lighter punish- 
ment had they committed the same offenses 
for some low, selfish motive against an 
American citizen upon American soil. 

he American Senators may, M they 
choose, refuse tothese people all extenuat- 
ing circumstances which the public con- 
science extends to political offenders in gen- 
eral. But itis impossible to believe that 
they intended toconvert these circumstances 
into aggravating ones, 

Now, that is what the ratification of the 
treaty amountsto. In the name ofthe noble 
traditions of your country, which was the 
first to proclaim the right of rebellion and in 
all times has given its support te the op- 
pressed against the oppressors;in the name 
of justice, humanity and common fairness, 
my friends and | appeal against the injustice 
done to our cause, to the American ople 
and to you as the supreme guardian of Dem- 
ocratic institutions, andthe man for whom 
Democracy all the world over has the great- 
est respect and confideoce, begging you to 
cast your vote aginst a treaty which would 
be a moral sanction toa most disgraceful ty- 
ranny and a blot upon the bright records of 
the great Republic. .

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BEECHER IS INSANE, 


The Conclusion Attorney Glover Reached 
After Conversing With the Man. 


The writ of habeas corpus presented to 
Judge Edmunds in the Criminal Court last 
Tuesday for the release of James M. Beecher, 
who is confined in the Insane Asylum, 
was withdrawn to-day on recommendation 
of ex-Congressman John M. Glover, who was 
appointed by Judge Edmunds to investigate 
the case. Mr. Glover’s reasons for recom- 


mending the withdrawal of the writ are con- 
tainedin the following communication ad- 
dressed to Judge Edmunds to-day: 

Sr. Louis, April 12, 1893. 


Hon. Henry TL. Edmunds, Judge Criminal Court: 


Str—In the matter of the application of John H. 
Kiley for a writ of habeas corpus for James 
M. Beecher, based the petition ot 
the laiter to the Judge of this court 
through the foreman of the Grand-jary J recom- 
one the dismissal of the proceedings and recall of 
the writ. 

I find that in the commitment proeeedings all the 
forms required by the law wers com- 
plied with, and that there is no 
ground for impeaching the good faith ofany physi- 
cian concerned. 

On yesterday [had an exhaustive private inter- 
view with Beecher about his case and zn exceptional 
opportunity to form an unbiased opinion as to his 
mental condition. 

I formed the opinion that at least for the immedi- 
ate present I could not reasonably hope to procure 
the Judicial discharge of Mr. Beecher. I say noth- 
ing further because I donotwish to prejudice any 
future application that may be made in his behalf. 

I assumed that the court desired me to investigate 
the matter impartially and not to put the State to 
the expense of a hearing unless from personal 
investigation I became convinced that my pro- 
fessional opinion justified me in doing so.

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ANOTHER CAMPAIGN. 


Mexico Resolved on the Extermination | 


of Sympathizers With Aztecs. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., April 12.—Telegraphic 
advice was received to-day by an Albuquer- 
que gentleman, who has interests in that 
country, that troops have just been sent by 
the Mexican Government from Chihuahua to 
Temochic to exterminate the friends and 
sympathizers who are emulating the ex- 
ample and seeking toavenge the cowardly 
assassination ofthe Spartan band of Aztecs 
in September last. It was the last known 
tribe of the Aztec race, and their village 
named Temochic was situated about 100 
miles from Chihuahua in the direction of 
Gueraro. The Temochic were ve super- 
stitious and listened to the fantastic teach- 
ings of Maid Caborca,’’ otherwise known as 
„Santa Terasa, who counseled disobe- 
dience to the law imposing heavy taxation by 
order of President Diaz. 

Troops were sent to subjugate the little 
band of Aztecs. The troops were badly deci- 
mated and repulsed. They were reinforced 
and made the attack anew, determined this 
time on annihilation. The brave little tribe 
was literally wiped out of existence, They 
numbered but thirty-elght warriors, who, 
fortified within the walls of the village, 
slaughtered fully 1,000 Mexican soldiers de- 
fore the last one succumbed to therifie and 
bayonet. The Mexican Government felt cha- 
grined over the horrible inhuman butchery 
and forbade the newspapers of the Republic 
to publish any of the facts. :
